=} MOVING PROGRAMS FROM 


TAPE TO DISK USING NMI 
by Bob Swoger 


I have noted how other NMI SAVE 
users have transferred programs 
from tape to disk using the NMI 
save button. So much of the 
program is being lost! We paid 
good money for those programs. 
Developers spent considerable 
time putting those programs 
together. They spent time 
making startup screens and 
musical menus we would enjoy 
while waiting for the lengthy 
process of a tape load. 
Sometimes those screens and the 
music were neater than the 
programs themselves! They gave 
instructions ahead of the 
programs to inform us as to how 
the programs were to work. 


Saving those programs to disk 
with a straight NMI save after 
the program begins to run is a 
travesty. We lose all that good 
programming work needlessly. 


Let me now tell you how I go 
about making myself a disk 
program out of a Tape program. 


Ls) SCAN all the written 
documentation and store it asa 
TASWORD 2 file. 


2.) NMI save the Startup 
screen. 


3.) NMI save the instructions 
and startup menus if separate 
from the main running program. 


4.) NMI SAVE the main program 
at precisely the point it 
begins to run. 


5.) Rename the NMI SAVEs to 
more appropriate names for the 
BASIC driver in the next step. 


6.) MERGE the BASIC driver 
program and re write it to put 
all the files together. 


On a program called Knight 
Lore, a Spectrum game, I caused 
the DOCS to come up on the 
screen just after the startup 
screen using a GOTHIC font with 
colors to add to the pleasure 
of the game. Below is the 
driver I wrote which included 
the font in the 0 REM line!
